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FOREWORD 


Annual open juried exhibitions, if they are able to avoid becoming routine 
ingrown reviews of locally established names, reputations and styles, offer 
possibilities of discovery, surprise and artistic adventure that keep art sensi- 
bilities of the public alert and represent a challenge and stimulus to the 
artists. During the past decade Art Association Annuals have been notable 
for their generous welcome to those styles, points of view and expressions 
that despite great variety can be broadly recognized as part of the growing 
edge of contemporary art. Generally speaking the quality of what might be 
called “‘creativeness’’ has been sought and emphasized over work having 
technique alone or technique predominently to recommend it. Sometimes, 
perhaps, in individual instances, enthusiasm for the statement has not 
allowed sufficient respect for the manner and means of expression, and 
occasionally freshness, vigor and originality have won tolerance for indif- 
ferent craftsmanship. But on the whole the Annuals have been the more 
rewarding and art growth in San Francisco has been the more vigorous for 
the Art Association’s earnest search to bring before the public essential art 


quality as it is developing in our time. 


Inevitably each Annual stirs criticism and controversy. That is natural and 
healthy. By honestly, sincerely and seriously discussing, criticizing, question- 
ing, protesting, supporting, defending the works included in an exhibition 
the artists, whether accepted, rejected or standing aside from the compe- 
tition, the art scholars and followers of art, the professional critics and the 
general public all contribute in appropriate degree toward the formation of 


the art of our time. 


The Sixty-fifth Annual, the first since the end of War, will inevitably be 
greeted by the usual excitement. It seems likely to stand out among Annuals 
for its vigor and variety. It presents a carefully chosen survey of art move- 
ments of today as exemplified in the work submitted, selected with the ut- 
most conscientiousness by elected artist juries of recognized professional 
competence. The great number of entries were naturally from the Bay Re- 
gion, but some were sent in as usual from every part of the country. For 
those who do not follow national and international art developments closely 


it is perhaps helpful to state here that though the personality of the in- 
dividual artist is never lost he does express his time, and what is set forth 
in this exhibition is a part of what is going on in creative art everywhere. 
At any given time artists are concerned with the same or closely related 
problems, and styles and expressions have a corresponding relationship and 


often superficial similarity. 


The Museum, which can claim no credit for the exhibition, but does take 
pride in its long and honorable tradition and what it represents, welcomes 
the Sixty-fifth Annual of the Art Association to its galleries. May the local 
public profit by it and enjoy it, and the participating artists take satisfac- 
tion in it. The Museum wishes to express special thanks to all these artists 
who submitted to the Annual and worked for it this year. Because of the 
unavoidable delays of the Museum’s return to normal operation in its quar- 
ters in the War Memorial after it had been moved out for the San Fran- 
cisco Conference the Annual could not be announced as far in advance nor 
as formally as has been the custom. The artists, even from outside the re- 
gion, responded with understanding and generosity nevertheless, and their 
loyalty and interest produced the excellent exhibition of this year in spite 
of the difficulties. Next year, barring the equivalent in unexpectedness of a 
World Conference, the Annual can be prepared with the advance notice 


and care its importance deserves.
